Gumball’s family is the beating heart of the show. They are close, supportive, and 
loving but unfortunately they are also a disaster for the community. It's not their 
fault though, they're trying their best. It's just that their best is everybody else's 
worst. 


Mom's working hard to provide for everyone, but all this stress has given her a 
short fuse. Dad will do anything he can for the family, as long as it doesn't involve 
work. Anais is the smartest of the bunch, but no one will listen to her because 
she's a baby. And Darwin, well... Darwin's a fish so give him a break. And in the 
centre of all this, is Gumball. 
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Darwin is ten years old and Gumball's best friend. Whatever Gumball's up to, 
Darwin's in on it too. And although you can bet on his loyalty, you can’t bet that 
he actually knows what’s going on. 


That's because Darwin is a goldfish. He used to be the family pet until he sprouted 
legs and joined Gumball’s class at school. He still sleeps in a fishbowl, even 
ee he's a little too big for it. But nowadays he’s just another member of the 
family. 


Darwin idolises Gumball. He’s innocent, naive, sweet and gentle, and he's always 
there to revive Gumball's optimism when things are at their worst. 


Although Anais is only four years old, she looks after her brother Gumball, and 
Darwin... and Dad. Pretty much everybody when Mom’s away. That's because 
even though she’s a cute, pink bunny, she’s got a massive brain. 


She’s in the junior kindergarten, just down the corridor from Gumball’s class. And 
she’s the most intelligent person in the whole show. Not that most people notice. 
Who's going to take advice from a baby? 


She's often stunned by Gumball and Darwin's behaviour. She'll always get them 
out of trouble, but she'll never spare them the sarcasm. 


Mom is the only truly responsible person in the family. She’s the breadwinner, the 
pants-wearer, and the person who sorts things out. 


She’s a nurturer and a protector — giving attention to Anais, treating Darwin like 
her own child, and ‘encouraging’ Gumball, trying her best to keep him on track. 
She’s the picture of a perfect mother, apart from a slight anger-management 
problem. When the stress is too much, she will take it out on inanimate objects 
such as lamp-shades, accelerator peddles, and the nearest wall. 


She’s the family pit-bull, defending them at every turn. She won't scream at the 
kids, but she will scream at the neighbours, teachers, bullies — anyone who dares 
threaten the ones she loves. 


Dad is a giant pink dummy rabbit. Like any good patriarch his home is his castle but, 
in this case, the castle belongs to Mom. 


That’s because, he’s a highly emotional, naive and inept stay-at-home dad. He’s not 
really cut out for work, so he stays at home to ‘look after’ the kids — spending most of 
his time playing video games and watching daytime TV. 


That doesn’t mean he’s no good at being a dad. He loves his kids more than anything 
in the world. He’s well-intentioned, supportive, and devoted, it’s just that he’s a little 
under-prepared for life.

Although they only live next door to Gumball’s family, the Robinsons think they 


belong to an altogether different class. They’re fussy, petty and small-minded 
and completely ashamed of their son Rocky. 


Gaylord is obsessed with money, status and arguing. Margaret is obsessed with 
hygiene, gossip, and domestic perfection. But they’re both united in their obses- 
sive contempt of the Wattersons. 


For some inexplicable reason, Gumball and Darwin hero-worship Mr Robinson, 
who they mistakenly believe to be a really great guy. 


MISS SIMIAN 
Miss Simian is the missing link 
in a dress; a cunning, sour-faced 
schoolmistress who’s been 


teaching second graders for the 
past 300,000 years. 


She's selfish, unfair and covered 
in hair. She loathes Gumball and 
will take every opportunity to foil 
his plans, humiliate him in class 
and make his life a misery.

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The Amazing World of Gumball takes all the classic elements of a sitcom and then adds 
layers of unpredictable nonsense. The stories might begin with something as trivial as re- 
turning a DVD or finding a plastic wand in a cereal box, but will end up with Gumball hurtling 
down the freeway in a janitor's bucket or swallowing a pint of sock-juice to keep a ghost from 
entering his body. 


The stories are driven by the characters and their flaws, but their affection for each other 
always shines through, even if it means having an emotional make-up sequence whilst acci- 
dentally being processed in a sewage plant. 


Whilst the stories stem from the familiar, the characters' unusual appearance and cartoony 
qualities allow The Amazing World of Gumball to push the boundaries of a normal sitcom.
